We have probably twenty 
homes in our town, title to 
which is vested in the name of 
the Town. Without respect to 
the value of these homes, the 
accumulated taxes amount to 
nearly NINTEEN THOUSAND 
DOLARS. We also have yet 
nearly $100,000 in tax arrears 
on the books, that were we reas 
onably sure of collecting 20 
nor cent of these taxes would 
have made it possible to carry 
on for some time yet without 
increasing the mill rate.
